Thomas E. Penick, Chairman 
of District 10 Welfare.Board of 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare, reported that in Palm 
Beach County 5,130 persons 
were assisted in the four cate- 
gories of public assistance for 
the month of June. 


A total of 1,725 persons re- 
ceived Old Age Assistance in 
the amount of $88,222.00. 85 
persons received Aid to the 
Blind, totaling $5,247.00. 813 
families, representing 2.452 chil- 
dren, received Aid to Dependent 
Children in the amount of $49, 
687.00. 196 persons received Aid 
to the Disabled in the amount 
of $11,229.00. 

In addition 411 children re- 
ceived service during the month, 
153 of whom were in foster 
homes. The total state and local 
cost for these child welfare ser- 
vices was $10,775.14. 


There were 9 adoption peti- 
tions studied for the Circuit 
Court. These are children placed 
in homes independent of service 
through a licensed child placing 
agency, and the Welfare Board 
is responsible according to law 
to make these reports to the 
court.

“No one will be refused home 
sing service, if they qualif, 
and the qualifications are need 
President O. B. McClure said 
When commenting on the scope 
of the service being set up in 
the Glades by a Glades group 
of 18 citizens. 

The occasion was the signing 
of the official charter of the org- 
anization, and the adoption of a 
schedule of charges. 

The life of the Glades organi- 
zation is assured under an a- 
greement with the State Board 


f Health to furnish a nurse, 


who will be available to join 
County Nurses in this Home 
Nursing. 

Only two other Florida com- 
munities have a substantial ser- 
vice of this sort, and because 
of the migrant labor problems in 
this community, we were se- 
lected to accept this trial offer. 

The professional nurses as- 
sociation in many northern 
communities sponsor such a ser- 
vice, along similar lines, with 
outstanding success. 

Actually the organization is 
purely local and successful 


operations are financed through 
the fees and grants from the 
Heart Fund, Crippled children's 
organizations and other special- 
ized groups that find the nurs- 
ing service necessary in their 
work. 

The fees are voluntary, though 
à schedule is shown the patient 
and suggestions as to the amount 
to be paid. Nursing service is 
available to anyone, not confin- 
ed to a hospital but in need of 
regular or intermittent nursing 
service at home. 


The service is given under the 


direction of the family or other 
physician, though an emergency 
visit may be made by the nurse 
pending authority of a physician 
for any treatment or medicine. 


In order to insure a period 
long enough for a fair trial, the 
State Health Officer authorized, 
financial support for two yearft 
to enable the local group to ad- 
minister the plan and determine 
if it will be self-supporting 
through fees and grants. More 
than one nurse is available be- 
cause Dr. Brumbach, County 
Health Officer is aiding admin- 
istratively and in the direction 
of the work. 


Among the activities of th 
group is the establishment of a 
bank of sick-room facilities, such 
as hospital beds, wheel chairs, 
crutches, bed-pans and other 
paraphenalia used in ‘iis sick 
room. These article; wiii be 
loaned to patients, ard’ retwin- 
ed to the bank when no loog- 
er used. 


If you have such an articlqj 
you wish to donate to the loan 
bank, call Mrs. Effie Allen of 
South Bay and she will arrange 
to have it picked up. 


The County Nurse will give 
anyone full particulars on the 
work of the group and just what 
to do when in need.

Decline In Economy 
Reflected In Florida 
Unemployment 


Unemployment payments to 
Florida's jobless increased $598, 
065 over May to a total of $2, 
917,315 in June. 


State Industrial Commission 
Chairman James T. Vocelle at- 
tributed the increase to lay 
offs in citrus canning and pack- 
ing houses, and seasonal slow- 
downs in tourist and allied busi- 
inesses. 


Unemployment insurance pay- 
ments this June were up a mil- 
lion dollars above the total $1, 
904,726 paid out in June, 1959. 


Vocelle credited much of the 
increase to a decline in construc- 
tion employment and its related 
industries such as lumber and 
wood products, clay, glass, and 
stone. In addition, some increase 
in unemployment insurance was 
spread generally throughout the 
economy. 


Only two offices of the Florida 
State Employment Service re- 
ported decreased payments for 
their areas in June.
